Dang Cha Xiong,aHmong fromLaos,held 
his family hostage for six hours in their apart- 
mentbefore shootinghis wife,Bao ChaXiong，

himself. Xiong had ahistory ofchild abuseand 
erratic behavior, Said family and friends. 

Over 3a year ago0 he was arrested on child 
abuse charges forstringinghis 10-year-oldand 
13-year-old sons by the ears to a pole in the 
clothescloset,forcingthemtostandontheirtip 
toes, and for beating his 8-year-old daughter 
With a telephone cord，according to police 
Ieports. Xiong was Sentenced to 300 days in 
jail and was ordered to take parenting classes. 
He was also barred from seeing his family. 

Xiong served seven months of the sentence 
and was released for good behavior. He was 
arrested again Jan. 9 when he tried to returm to 
his family"s apartment On Jaly 3，hbe:-was 


_arrested yet another time after:bis wife told 


policeher husband returned and.threatened to 
kill her and their children. 

Thesamejudge who sentencedhim lastyear 
lowered Xiong'sbail from $100,000to $S.000 
onAug.7.Someoneposted Xiong'”sbailandhe 
Was released. 

Relatives Said Xiong was“mean,”Ssmoked 
opium and gambled his familys money away. 
They had asked the Child Protective Services 
andthe DistrictAttorney?”s office to warn them 
让 Xiong was Teleased. But they say the family 
was never Warmmned. 

Officials at the San Joaquin County Proba- 
tion Department's adult: division said，how- 
ever, the family had been notified and added 
that they couldn't keep Xiong locked up for- 
everT. 

Pheng LO，executive director of the Lao 
Eamily Community, Inc. of Stockton, a non- 
profit group ,that provides employment coun- 
Seling and English-language instruction to 
Iefugees, Said what happened to Xiong is an 
extreme manifestation of a greater problem 
faced by many Southeast Asian refugees now 
in the US. 

“Is a culture shock problem,”he said. 
“Whenrefugees come heretheyhaveto adjust 
to anew language, new employment. Some- 
times people do things here they do at home 
andits a violation of the law.” 

Most refugees arrive in the US from their 
War-tom country with heavy emotional bag- 
gage and high expectations, Lo noted. Most 
Hmongs are from rural farming vilages and

National Support 


RALEIGH, NC - Robert Piche, 3$, the 
manaccused along withhisbrotherofkilling 
Ming Hai Loo,aChinese American,in what 
pojlice have called a racially motivated inci- 
dent (E/ 凡 8-10, 8-17) was charged Monday 
With second degree murder in hearing atthe 
Wake County courthouse. 

Piche s brother Lloyd was charged with 
Simpleassaultanddisorderly conduct forhis 
participation in the attack in which Loo was 
hit on the back of his head with a pistol 
causing him to fall, face first onto a beer 
bottle.Loo died two dayslaterofbrain dam- 
age calised by the blow. Loo and five of his 
friends，all Asian，had been verbally ac- 
costed and harassed by the Piche brothers 
who, mistaking them for Vietnamese，3C- 
cused them of having killed their “brothers 
and friends” in Vietnam. 

The incidenb which has marked similari- 
ties to the 1982 killing of Vincent Chin in 
Detroit， has attracted nationwide attention 
byAsianAmerican groups. The Chin case， 
in Which wo White autoworkers, mistaking 
Chin foraJapanese;accusedhim ofcausing 
the loss of jobs for fellow autoworkers， 
chased him down and bludsgeoned him to 
death on a Detroit street After a judge sen- 
tencedthetwoassailantstoafineandproba- 
tion, with no Prison time, Outraged Chinese 
andotherAmericans mobilized to havecivil 
fights charges filed against the men. 

Fearing arepeatofthe Vincent Chin case， 
Asian American organizations from all over 
the US are monitoring the Loo case closely 
andhaveoffered financial supportto see that 
justce is achieved in the case. 

Frank Liu, national president of the Or- 
ganizationofChineseAmericans(OCA)has 
VOwed that his group“wil continue to fight 
atboth the state and federal levels to ensure 
that these men . . . will be properly pun- 
ished. 

The New York-based Asian American 
Legal Defense and Education Fund has 
called for a letter-writing campaign to re- 
questan immediate civilrights investigation 
into the killing. A federal investigation 
would be in addition to the local criminal 
charges. SUpporters are being asked to write 
to: Linda Davis, Chief of the Criminal Sec- 
tion Civil Rights Division, US Department 
of Justice, Rm. 7629, 10th & Pennsylvania 
Ave.,NW, Washington, DC 20530. 

If convicted of second degree murder， 
Robert Piche will face a two-year to life 
prison term. His brotherLloyd faces thepos- 
Sibility of a six month sentence. 

The Wake County grand jury will meet in 
a closed session Monday,，Aug. 28 to hear 
testimony from witnesses and make recom- 
mendations for further prosecution。 The 
State SUperior COurt js expected to hear the 
case within the next two months.

Forty years ago when the Chinese Com- 
munists triumphed over the Nationalists， 
China Specialists in the United States were 
astoundedandconfused.Thespecialists were 
later Scapegoated for having misread the 
China Situation and blamed for the“loss of 
China.”Now, 40 years later in the aftermath 
of the June 4 crackdown in Beijing，China 
WwWatchers are undergoing a “Soul-searching” 
Process and blunty admit their inability to 
interpret and predict events in China. Many 
areSurprised, angry,depressed, and even feel 
a Sense of betrayal by the sudden turn of 
China's political development. 

This sentiment is even Shared among 
Some high-ranking officials. From Nixon to 
Bush, a generation of American politicians 
who have had their own part in forwarding 
Sino-American relations are nothappyto see 
a familar Chinaandtheirown “oldfriends” 
Who were running the country become Over- 
night unrecognizable，unattainable and un- 


the more Tecent schclars in the fields. They 
are COncentrating more on Some individual 
parts while ijgnoring the whole landscape. 
The 10-year economic reform in China 
has no doubt brought about numerous 
changes in the society.Butpastlegacies COn- 
tnue to burden the country. This does not 
necesSarily mean the traditional past but the 
immediate pastas well.Communistideology 
remains a formidable aspect of social-politi- 
Cal life despite China'srapid opennesstothe 
outside world. Leadership continues to be 
factionalized, and different opinions among 
the elite could be a life-and-death issue. 
There has beenno fundamental changein the 
management of state-run enterprises. Work 
ethics remain basically unchanged because 
the System offers few incentives for the gen- 
eralpublicto workharderforabetterlife.The 
raplidchanges ofthefuture amidstthe Signif- 
cant continuities of the past presents amulti- 
faceted and problem-saturated China, which 
is beyond the comprehension of outsiders

friendly.IfChinaisnolongersomethingtobe 
gained orlost in international powerpolitics， 
these politicians certainly feel a personal 
“oss”because of the Beijing crackdown. 

The problem, however, is not Only con- 
fined to China watching. People tend to 
understand a foreign culture in light of their 
Own. They expect to see what they want to 
See. It is therefore not uncommon thatimany 
China watchers or politicians_ identified 
themselves with Some aspect of China, nota- 
bly reform and the people associated with it. 
As a result at the time of the Beijing crack- 
down, these Observers Suddenly found that 
"their” China Simply disappeared. 

China watching in this country, however， 
has its own problems. The practice itself has 
Undergone many generations and various 
directions Since theend ofWorld WarII. But 
the basic trend has been heading for achange 
from the general to the Specific, and from 
broad to in-depth studies. 

Earlier studies generally focused on such 
macro perspectives, as Chinese communist 
ideology,Socio-political systemsandculture. 
Many of the newer generation of China 
Watchers, however, are equipped with more 
advanced and certainly more Western Social 
Science_ technologies and methodologies. 
They tend to analyze China from the more 
differentiated and micro perspectives, based 
on increasingly avalilable information fom 
China. They are interested in almost every- 
thing in China. And sometimes even tiny. 
aspects of the country are turned into serious 
1$Ssues. 

Ittheearlier generations of China watch- 
erstendedtoseetheforestbutmissedindivid- 
ual trees, the opposite appears to be true with 


and beyond the control of insiders. It there- 
forebecomes aformidable,ifnot impossible， 
task to understand China. 

IChina'spoliticallifetendstobehaunted 
by the extremes of past and present，China 
Specialists in this country Seem also to oscil- 
late between their Own extremes. Since the 
crackdown in Beljing a month ago, Some of 
them have again Switched to a more deter- 
ministic view. They see what happened in 
China either as a Tesult of the communistic 
and totalitarian nature ofthestateoras partof 
the hopeless cycle of Chinese culture which 
has vacillated between tranquility and explo- 
Sion throughout its long history. This more 
cynical view of China will perhaps lead to 
even more disappointing conclusions. 

China watchingilsnotamatterofpersonal 
identification and losses. Any Soul searching 
ortotal rejection of pastefforts will nothelp. 
In the final analysis，China is Simply too 
multufacetedandcomplicatedtobeidentified 
with just a few aspects of its Society. Rather， 
understanding Chinaisacumulative process， 
Itneeds less ideological and more integrated 
and COmprehensive views of its past and 
Present in order to predict the future. 

Whateverthecase,theBeijingcrackdown 
has fundamentally changed China. But to- 
gether with Mao's revolution and Deng'?s 
referm, ithas also becomepartofthe history， 
the traditon, the legacy and the myth, which 
will haunt China and China watching for 
many years to come.

“TI feel sad about the 
case，Ssaid Lo.“We had 
talked to him briefly. He 
came here for employ- 
ment counseling. But he 
wentaway. Wenever heard from him and no 
one called us to help him.… 

The only_ employment Lo_ could offer 
Xiong wasay$4.23perhourjob which wasnot 
enough to Suppor a family of nine young 
children who ranged in age from one to 13， 

“The employment Situation here is only 
good for small families and single people. 
Manyrefugeestrytofindajob,buttheydon't 

make enough money and quib”says Lo. 
Staying on welfare is usually abetter option 
for large families than struggling long hours 
forlow wages…“Theylivedaytodayand hope 
the government will continue to provide as- 
Sistance，Lo continued. 

Another conflict for any immigrant espe- 
cially for one from the highlands of Laos, is 
the clash of cultures, according to 直 0.“The 
children learn in Schoolthat they have rights， 
but the parents still want to lead. They want 
their children to be good. There's a lot of 
strug8gle in this” he said. 

Adjustment is especially difficult for the 
older generation ofrefugees who feelpower- 
less as they litle by litte lose control of their 
lives and their children.“They can't under- 
stand their children. They go outside and see 
funny people on the streets who hate them 
anddiscriminate againstthem.Theyturn into 
angry people inside who wantto fightback,” 
he said. 

Somehavelinked this latestincidentto one 
that occurred just Seven months ago 一 the 
%tockton Schoolyard massacre that left 和 ve 
refugee children dead. But Dr. Steven Shon ， 
a psychiatrist who heads the state Mental 
Health Department'sRefugee Mental Health 
Projecb Says Such comparisons are danger- 
OUs. 

“It leaves too many conclusions about a 
people many don't know that much about” 
he said. The only similarities, he Said, is that 
both were acts of violence by men who were 
frustrated and took their frustration out on 
others. One was from outside the community 
and the other from within the community. 
“They're tragic in different waysS.” 

Shon points oub however, that all kinds of 
tragedies have occurred within the Southeast 
Asian refugeecommunity that we have never 
heard about “Whattherefugeeshavelearned 
ls that there'`S no escaping violence.2” 

“For me, what this case highlights is that 
there is need for more mental health Services 
一 notjustfor the refugees 一 butacross the 
board forthe American community atlarge.” 
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But with state cutbacks in funding for 
mental health services, such an increase 这 
services Seems unlikely- Gov. Deukmejian 
recently threatened to cut funding formental 
health programs by 40 percent

now in its last year. Al- 
though the program Was 
extended inordertomeet

SAN FRANCISCO - Teenage tennis sen- 
sation Michael Chang, the first American to 
winthe French Openin 25 years, will attempt 
to win his second major toumament of 1989 
With the start of the US Open, Monday, Aug. 
28，in New York. 

In late September, Chang, 17, will return 


to San Francisco to defend his first profes- 


Sional championship in the newly named 


Volvo Tennis/San Francisco (formerly Tran- 
-Samerica) Tournament. 


At a live-via-satellite press conference 
held Tuesday, Aug. 22, in a Marina district 
bar in San Francisco, Chang said his victory 
last year at the Transamerica gave him confi- 


dence to compete with the best and for that 


Ieason,“9$an Francisco will always be spe- 
Cial.” 

For the first time ever，said tournament 
directorBarry MacKay,this years draw w 记 
include five of the present top ten players in 
the world，Chang, ranked 6th in the latest 
ATIPrankings, willbe joinedby Mats Wilan- 
der，Brad Gilberb Tim Mayotte and John 
MCcEnroe， 

Commenting on the “pants-dropping” 
Temark by McEnroe at Wimbledon this year 
andaskedifhe woulddolikewiseiftMcEnroe 
Ieached the US Open final, Chang had this to 
Say: 工 would not because dropping mypants

is worth more than Jobhn reaching the final.” 
He appeared Somewhat perplexed but un- 
fazed by the comment from the master of 
head games. 

Borm in Hoboken,NJ,andnowaresidentof 
Placentia，California，Chang became the 
youngest player to win the US Boys 18 
Singlestite in 1987. Thatearned him a wild- 
cardberthtotheUS OpenMen'sDraw where 
he became the youngest player to win a US 
Open/Grand Prix match (both records have 
Since been broken by an even younger Chi- 
nese American, Tommy Ho.) 

Unlike the attitude of typically brash 
American tennis Stars，Chang projects the 
Vision of acalm and inwardly confident ath- 
lete， possessing an impressive mental 
Strength. Helikestotellthestory ofoneofthe 
few times he lost his cool on the courb how- 
ever.“Ibroke one racquet in my life at [the 
age of 8] while losing to my dad,”he beams， 
Somewhatproudly. Itwas theonlyracquethe 
had at the time so the match couldn”t con- 
tinue, he adds. 

With his rapid rise up the tennis ladder 
(ranked 29th in January), he said his expec- 
tations of himself are not to put too much 
pressure on winning Or losing but to try his 
bestandworkhard.“Youhavetoputpressure 
inproperperspective,”he says,Speaking like 
a veteran. 

Chang believes the toughest part of the 


game is the mental aspect and judging from 
his court record, this is something that has 
indeed unnerved some of the true veterans On 
the circuit，At the 1988 US Open he played 
two straight 和 ve-setters，Overcomijng severe 
leg cramps to defeat Jonas Svensson in the 
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Second round and staging 3a courageous 
comebackinthethirdagainstTim Wilkinson， 
winningtherain-delayedmatch4-6, 3-6,6-3， 
6-4, 7-5. 

En route to his French Open victory this 
year,Chang disposed ofthenumberone seed， 
JIvan Lendl，4-6, 4-6, 6-3, 6-3, 6-3 in the 
duarterfinals. Once again, Severe leg cramps 


failed to overcome his mental determinaton， 
and in the final set, he won a crucial pointby 
stunning Lendl with an underhand serve. He 
defeatedthe SovietAndreiChesnokov6-1,5- 
7, 7-6, 7-$ in the semifinal and in another 
five-set batte，in typical Chang-fashion， 

outlasted the defending Wimbledon cham- 

pion, Stefan Edberg, 6-1, 3-6, 4-6, 6-4, 6-2 

for the championship. 

Regarding his Chinese American heri- 
tage,Chang said justas“Borg was an infliu- 
ence on the 9Swedes, hopefully I can be an 
influence on Asians.” 

He sees a new generation of more and 
better Asian American tennis players but 
doesn't expect a noticeable difference to 
emerge in the near future，especially be- 
Cause“in Asian families, academics are 
Stressed more than athletics,” 

Itisalways apleasureto seeanemerging 
new Star On the tennis circuib and in Mi- 
chael Chang's case, it is equally refreshing 
toseeayouth with his determination, offset 
by a level of maturity, to put his goals in 

“proper perspective.2” 

Thetennis world will surelybeseeing more 
from this Chinese-American who will no 
doubt getphysically strongeras he grows but 
whose inner-strength will remain his greatest 
attribute.

SAN FRANCISCO - The sound of rhyth- 
Imic drums could be heard in front of city hall 
FEriday, Aug. 17. But instead of the music of 
celebration, the sound was one Of protest. 

About 16 protestors gathered at Civic 
Center to call attention to the lack of city 
funding for multicultural arts groups. 

Last April, Je 任 Jones and Russell Cramer， 
two local arts consujtants, released a report 
on institutionalized discrimination in SF'S 
arts funding patterns. They urged changes in 
the city's funding policies for Bay Area arts 


groups. 

JIn its conclusion the report states,“In San 
Francisco, minorities now constitute an esti- 
mated 60 percent of the population. Yet dur- 
ing the current fiscal year (1988-89)，San 
Francisco s multicultural (minority) arts or- 
ganizations [received] only 5.1 percent of 
Imunicipal arts funds.” 

Aftermany discussions with city officials， 
Cramer Said he believed there would be 
changes. But when the Grants for the Arts 
(GFA) allocation figures were released Aug. 
15,notmuchhadchangedatall.GFAisamu- 
nicipal arts funding agency administered by 
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the chief administrative officer. About 17 
percentofthecity'sannualhoteltaxrevenues 
goes to GFA, the only municipal funding 
SoOurce that provides money to multicultural， 
lesbian/gay，womens”and small-to-mid- 
Sized arts Organizations. 

“Administrators of the Grants for the Arts 
had every Opportunity to change their poli- 
Cies, but they chose to engage in intentional 
discrimination,” Cramer Said. 

This year the big six budget groups 一 SF 
Opera，SF Balleb American Conservatory 
Theater, Exploratorium, SF Symphony and 
the Museum of Modern Art 一 received $3.2 
millionor48.4 percent ofthe grants.Small to 
mid-sized white groupsreceived $2.5 million 
Or 37.53 percent. Multicultural groups re- 
ceived $756,000 or 11. 5 percent. Lesbian/ 
gay groups received $104,000 or 1.6 percent. 
Women's groups Teceived $71,000 or 1:1 
percent.“This year' sannounced grants came 


outessentially the sameaslastyear's,andthis 
18 why we are here，Cramer Said. 

Cramer Served as the public relations offi- 
cer for GFA for three years before resigning 
in June 1988 over its reluctance to provide 
more funding for multicultural arts groups. 

Alleluia Panis，director of the Kulintang 
Arts, said “Our artistic work contributes im- 
Imeasurably to the quality of life of the city 
and helps define San Francisco's unique 
character. San Francisco needs to serve these 
community arts organizations as weenterthe 
1990'S. 

“了 Grants forthe Arts feels itdoes nothave 
the financial resources to serve OUr concerns， 
then 9an Francisco either needs to strengthen 
GEFA or create anew agency to deal with the 
citySsmulticultural arts institutions.The least 
we expect is that GFA will hold public hear- 
ings to set the direction and to ensure that all 
grants are equitably distmibuted.”

Dissidents Face Hard OOuestions 


STANFORD - Two of the leaders of the 
newly formed Front for Chinese Democracy 
were Sharply questioned by Chinese students 
and scholars attending a conference on the 
Chinese democratic movement held at Stan- 
ford University Aug. 18 to 20. Yan Jiaqi and 
Wan Runnan, two of the Chinese dissidents 
who escaped from China after the massacre， 
found their theories under close examination 
by some of the top Chinese scholars from all 
Over the U9. 

The conference,hosted by the Association 
of Chinese Students and Scholars at Stanford 
(ACSSS)，Pprovided an opportunity for 38 
Chinese scholars studying in the US to meet 
and discuss China's reforms before and after 
the June 4 massacre， 

The participants were invlted to attend 
based on their knowledge of the Chinese 
political and economaic Systems. Some of the 
attendees were former Supporters of deposed 
party chiefZhao Ziyang andhad assistedhim 
in initiating political and economic reforms. 
Many of these Zhao backers had escaped 
from China through an underground rallroad 
anddidn'twanttobeidentified for the safety 
of their colleagues back in China Some of 
whom are noOw under arrest. 

Some of the participants criticlzed Yan s 
description of the Front s goals as being too 
Vague and general. The goals areto: endthe 
dictatorship; initiate buman rights; re-build 
the republic; and build a system in China 


based on federalism. The students thought 
the goals did not include the interests of 


Chinese workers and peasants，Saying that 
even Sun Yat-sen，the leader of the -1911 
revolution overthrowing Chinese feudalism， 
had made the equality of land ownership one 
of his goals. Yan Said he would consider of 
this.

After receliving many threatening letters， 
Li Peng, the current Chinese premier，de- 
cided to move outof his present house. The 
paper said that many high ranking officials 
have moved into Zhong Nanhai, the Chi- 
nese CommunistParty”s and government S 
headquarters in Beijing for security. 

Since the June 4th massacre, incidents of 
Sabotage against the government have in- 
creased. An unsubstantiated newS SOurce 
Said that Some soldiers in Beijing had been 
strangled to death and that some children of 
high ranking officials were killed .recently.

Xu Bangtai, a UC Berkeley graduate Stu- 
dent，criticized Yan's Opinion that democ- 
Tracy could not take place without a middle 
class in China. Xu pointed to the Solidarity 
Imovement in Poland, saying that it was the 
workers who served as the main force push- 
ing for democracy, not the middle class. Xu 
Saidthedemocracymovementin Chinacould 
notSsuceed withoutthe workers participation. 

Facing many Sharp questions, Wan joked 
that he and Yan were becoming So confused 
that they didn't know what should they do. 
Xu IeSsponded by Saying that their [the stu- 
dents and scholars ] aim was not to warmly 
applaud them (referring to the fundraising 
tourthe dissidents had justcompleted),butto 
discuss the the future of Chinese democracy 
and how it was going to be initiated. 

Supporting Xu, Chen Ping, a Scholar from 
Unlversity of Texas at Austin, Said that the 
common Chinese people,notonlythe middle 
class, also desire more democracy. He Sald 
thatthe peasants 一 who cannot getcash from 
the govermment after being forced by law to 
Sell thelir grain to the government and who 
cannot even buy chemical fertilizer withoOut 
government approval 一 are asking for de- 
Imocracy; the workers who cannot chose OF 
change their jobs without the permission of 
their bosses are asSking for democracy; and 
even the high ranking Party and government 
officials who cannot write personal letters 
and diaries in fear of their being used if they 
Should fall into disfavor are asking for de- 
IOcracy and the right to defend themselves 
against charges and therightnotto have their 
family members punished for what they are 
individually responsible. Those are the basis 
of Chinese democracy, Chen Said. 

During the conference, the Subject of “the 
new authoritarianism” was raised and dis- 


cussed.“The new authoritarianism ”was put 
forward in late 1988 by some Chinesereform 
theorists who had been Supporters of the 
liberal leader Zhao. Some of the scholars at 
the conference thought that China needed 3 
new authoritarianism to make China's falter- 
ingeconomicandpolitical reforms work. But 
this theory was criticized by the majority of 
the participants. 

“The theorists who originally put forward 
the new authoritarianism were not in atten- 
dance,”Zhou Xueguang of Stanford told 忌 / 
友 .“We wishthey could have come. They are 
inChinanow and the main one, WuJiaxiang， 
was arrested after June 4. Mostof us partici- 
pants disagreed with the new authoritarian- 
iSm.” 

Ruan Ming, a participant from Columbia 
University in New York, criticized the new 
authoritarianism Saying that it had played 3 
negative role during the April-June demo- 


cratic movement. It Split Zhao s SUppOrters ， 


because many members didn tagree with lt; 
atthesametimeitgavetheconservative anti- 
reform group [Li Peng, Yang Shangkun] 3 
Teason to wipe Out Zhao because they claim 
that Zhao was calling for new dictatorship 
andseizeallpowerhimself.Zhaohimselfhad 
become SO confident that the Student move- 
mentwould guarantee his rise, that he under- 
estimated Li's and Yang's power and failed 
to rally the support of the common people 
during theprotests.Ruan Surmised that Zhao 
gave up the offtensive and just waited forthe 
downfall of the conservatives Who were re- 
Sponsibleforthemartiallaw thatthe common 
people opposed. 

“The new authoritarianism was created by 
Some of the pro-reform theorists but in the 
end it was used by the anti-reform offacials. 
And now the anti-reform officials are calling
